WASHINGTON. April 26.—</p)- 
The decision of Republican chair- 
man John D. M. 
Hamilton 
to 


break his silence on political af- 
fairs forecast a change today in 
the party's recent policy of letting 
democrats argue national 
issues 
among themselves. 


Hamilton said he would deliver 


on Saturday night the first of 
four radio speeches In successive 
weeks. 


"I have done a great deal of 


listening In the last six months," 
he said. "All over the country I 
find the old linos of political al- 
legiance shifting and new lines 
forming. 


"Political 
developments 
since 


the election have been rapid and 
Important. It seems to me the 
time has come to look at the now 
political 
picture, 
to 
re-examine 


tho old, and to discuss the posi- 
tion and attitude of the republi- 
can party In the changed set-up," 


Hamilton was one of the re- 


publican leaders who counselled 
against any efforts to make tho 
President's court proposal a par- 
tisan issue. 


Consequently the IB republican 


senators and 88 republican rep- 
resentatives have made only oc- 
casional criticisms of tho meas- 
ure, 
although nearly all have in- 


dicated they would vote against 
it.

president of the civil service com- 


isaion, Mr. Roosevelt said he be- 


Heved''lt to be sound policy that no 
officer or employe of tho govern- 
ment shall participate "directly or 
indirectly" In the purchase or sale 
of corporate stocks, or bonds, or of 
commodities "for speculative pur- 
poses, as distinguished from bona- 
fide investment purposes." 


Ho added that engagement in 


such activities, whether the em- 
ploye IB In tho civil service, or not, 
should be one of the qualifications 
considered by the commission for 
retention or advancement of em- 
ployes. 


He asked Mitchell to make his 


position known throughout the gov- 
ernment service.

astronomical 
show

earth In the last 1,000 years will 
play to an audience of a mere 
handful, Dr. Oliver J. Lee, North- 
western astronomer, said today. 


Tho first of tho two 1937 solar 


eclipses will occur Juno 8 but a 
less favorable setting from a scien- 
tist's point of view could hardly 
be pnHslble, ho said. 


"With tho exception of a few 


small, uninhabited islands in tho 
South Pacific ocean and a small 
part of Peru," Dr. Leo said, "tho 
entire eollpse from sunrise to sun- 
set will bo visible only from ships 
In tho Pacific. And astronomical 
observations must b« made from 
land Hlnco most Instruments will 
bo erected on a stationary, Immov- 
able base." 


"This eclipse will be one of the 


greatest In history. Us duration at 
mid totality with the HUM and moon 
on the meridian and only 13 de- 
grees north of tho zenith will be 
seven minutes and 
four seconds, 


This Is within 20 seconds of tho 
maximum possible for any eclipse, 
he said. 


Astronomical records show that 


eclipses run In series, Tho Interval 
between thorn, termed the eclipse 
naroB, Is 18 years and 10 or 
U 


days. A complete series requires 
annul 13 centurion to run its course. 


"The Juno eclipse will travel a 


path nearly one-third the circum- 
ference of tho globe in thn pacific 
equatorial regions. It will bo

Tho only land It will 
touch Is a few coral atolls in tho 
Klllce and Phoenix Islands and a 
small part of Peru.

WOMAN CONVICTED ON CHARGE 


MAIL FRAUD STILL PERSISTS 


CLARK GABLE CHILD'S FATHER 


LOS ANGELES, April 24.—(flV- 


Convicted of mall fraud, and fac- 
ing a five-year prison sentence, 
Mrs. Violet Wells Norton never- 
theless persisted today In her as- 
sertions that Clark Gable, movie 
star, is trie father of her illegiti- 
mate child. 


"She hasn't the slightest doubt 


of it," snld her nttorney, Morris 
Lavine. "What happened In that 
jourtroom hasn't shaken her be- 
ief In the least." 


Mrs. Norton, .tall, 
solidly-built 


Englishwoman, 
was 
accused 
of 


misuse of the malls and conspir- 
acy. 
She claimed Clark Gable— 


known to her In England In 1923 
as Frank Billings—was the father 
of her 13-year-old daughter, Gwen- 
doline. 
She wrote letters to him, to Ac- 
tress Mae West and many other 
Hollywood film folk, telling this 
story, and demanding that Gable 
36 made to support the child. 
It took a "blue ribbon" jury of 


middle-aged business men just one 
hour and 55 minutes to f.id her 


guilty of mail fraud. 
The con- 
spiracy count In the indictment 
was dismissed. 


The law provides five years im- 


prisonment or $1,000 fine, or both. 
Sh? sat perfectly still for a long 


moment after the court clerk read 
the words of the jury. 


Suddenly she collapsed and be- 
gan to sob uncontrollably. 


Gable said, from the film studio. 
"I was only a witness in the case 
and had nothing to do with Mrs.

LABOR'S CHARTER 
"Labor D;iy" might prop- 


erly 
be changed now to 


April 12. On that day came 
a Charter of Labor from the 
United 
States 
Supreme 


Court, in the Court's sweep- 
ing approval of the Wagner 
Act. It is the biggest vic- 
torj 
that American labor 


has ever won. 


What are the practical 


effects of this law? In brief: 


It guarantees 
workmen 


the right to organize and 
bargain 
collectively with 


their 
employers, 
through 


representatives of their own 
choosing, free 
from 
inter- 


ference or coercion. 


It forbids employers to 


refuse collective bargaining, 
or to dominate labor organ- 
izations, or contribute mon- 
ey to them, or to, interfere 
in any 
way 
with union 


membership, or to discrimin- 
ate against employees for 
anything they may do law- 
fully under this act. 


It provides for majority 


rule in labor dealings, such 
as we have in government 
and business generally, au- 
thorizing a majority of a 
c Mnpany's 
employees 
to 


speak for all the employees, 
coupled with the "right of 
petition" by which minori- 
ties may present grievances 
to employers. 


It authorises the holding 


of elections by the National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board, 


among employees, in case of 
dispute as to which of rival 
labor organizations has a 
majority for collective bar- 
gaining. 


Viewing 
the 
Court's 


sweeping validation of this 
law, Secretary 
of 
Labor 


Perkins snys: "The Supreme 
Court has done away with 
the chief cause of labor un- 
rest." 


It is now up to labor to 


justify the powers guaran- 
teed, using them with wis- 
dom 
and 
foresight. The 


Wagner 
Act is obviously 


one-sided. Labor has been 
given legal rights without 
legal responsibility. Event- 
ually there should be, in the 
interest 
of 
fairness 
and 


equality, a degree of legal 
control for labor matching 
that already 
imposed 
on 


employers. 


And from now on, with 


court protection for work- 
men's rights, there should 
be no more sit-down strikes.

A large life insurance 
company finds 45 per cent 
more motor deaths among 
its industrial policy holders 
for January and February.

Bureau reports an increase 
of 48 per cent for the first 
nine weeks of this year for 
131 cities. 
The 
National 


Safety Council report.'- a 24 
per cent increase over 193G 
for the whole country at the 
end of February, 
1937. 


Some persons will be in- 


clined to minimize these rec- 
ords because they consider 
only numbers of accidents, 
Things are not so bad as 
that, these people say, be- 
,cause there is actually a 
lower death rate per mile 
of travel. There are many 
more cars on the road than 
formerly and tlipy are like- 
ly to increase in number. 
More accidents are there- 
fore inevitable. 


The life insurance statis- 


tics do not approve 
this 


view. They declare it must 
not be accepted as a natur- 
al law that more automo- 
bile milege must mean more 
deaths. The crusade now 
launched against 
highway 


accidents has for its goal 
not merely reduction of the 
death rate per miie of trav- 
el, but reduction of the total 
number 
of 
deaths. That 


should be 
possible, with 


public co-operation.
